clear, frank and manly statement of his po 
sition and relations. Its literary style is 
criticiried, but that only proves its author 
ship. Sir. Beecher is a man of too much 
feeling and has too full n command of lau 
guago to confine himself to a catogorica 
statement. He could not write a lawyer's 
brief and his statement is no morn dif 
fuso, rto fuller of strong feeling rather 
verbosely expressed, than, are his 
ser- 


mons. 
This document is not conclusive 


and is pronounced iu some quarters ver 
unsatisfactory, 
but what is conclusive 'i Is 


Sir. Til ton's statement conclusive ? 
If oii< 


man chooses to make a sworn and plausible 
charge of crime against a neighbor is tha 
neighbor to be immediately deemed guilti 
till lie has proved his innocence ? ilr. THtoii 
did two things ; he charged Sir. Bcocher 
with crime and ho presented very roumrka 
ble and iudeiimte letters from Mr. Boochei 
aa evidence. Mr. Beecher has totally douiei 
the crime and has 
given a reasonable 


explanation of his letters. Now, what more 
can he do? Mr. Tilton says that Mr. Boccher 
committed n crime * 'on or about" a certain 
day. The way the charge is made pre- 
cludes Mr. 
Wellor's favorite plea of an 


alibi and it is impossible for Sir. Beocher to 
prove that ho didn't do it. 


Now what evidence has Tiltou 't Confcs 


sions. But Beecher denies that ho ever con 
fessed and Mrs. Tiltou has confessed and re 
tracted until the value of her testimony has 
become impaired. 
Tilton has presented a

He gives 
him ft letter of recommendation to Mrs. Til- 
ton, thanks God for having given him such 
a friend and writes to Moultou himself loL- 
ters full of dysprspsia and gush. lie goes off 
to New Haven to teach theology to young 
ministers and gives this Mo niton his power 
of attorney to settle up a matter that con- 
cerned him in the most vital manner and 
into which, no third party should ever have 
been admitted. 


Beficher'g horrible fear of Tilton, which 


led him to submit to Moulton'a ofllciousncss 
at first and to actual blackmail at last, does 
not prove him guilty, but it does prove him 
to bo a different kind of man from what ho 
has generally been supposed. If a man sees 
a gun pointed at him and makes every effort 
to run away, hide, or persuade the holder 
thereof not to pull the trigger, the presump- 
tion is ho believes the gun to be loaded with 
a ball cartridge.

quantity of food; the stomach anil bowels nro 
overloaded; the horso begins his journey fn!l 
of spirits, »ud,af tor travelling for a few miles, 
he becomes dull and sluggish and sweats 
freely; ho is pulled up, nud after staud;ug 
for a few moments, shows signs of abdomi- 
nal pains by cringing the body and attempt- 
ing to lie down; the flanks are slightly swol- 
len. In a few moments he scorns easier, and 
is driven on, now find then showing symp- 
toms of pain; possibly ho reaches his desti- 
nation, and is taken out of hishamess, when 
he may exhibit very alarming symptoms. 
Another common cause is feeling heavily 
when tho stomach has been weakened by 
ener?ating exorcise or long fp.st?ug. In tond 
horses that are highly fed on oats nud hay, 
it is occasionally brought on by giving a 
quantity of green elovn" or laves imir ediate- 
ly after performing a frwt journey.—fC'imada 
Farmer.
